Too  OPTIMISTIC  or  too  early 
was  the  heading — "Bulge  Pro- 
duces Light  News" — that  topped  the 
service  story  in  the  last  Alumnus. 
Promises  of  the  high  command  for  a 
more  rapid  reporting  of  casualties 
threw  the  editor  off  his  guard.  At 
any  rate,  the  columns  of  this  issue  are 
burdened  with  tidings  that  will  not 
he  regarded  as  "light  news"  by  the 
friends  and  classmates  of  the  men  re- 
ferred to  in  many  of  the  succeeding 
paragraphs. 

Tech.  Sgt.  Martin  I.  Kagey,  Jr., 
'41x  (see  picture),  Cleveland  Heights, 
was  killed  when  his  plane  crashed 
near  the  Semidi  Islands  en  Dec.  6, 
1944.  The  crew  had  been  on  a  mission 
over  enemy  positions  in  the  Kuriles. 
Sergeant  Kagey  had  served  as  an 
aerial  photographer  on  the  Western 
Front  and  in  the  Aleutians.  Iced 
wings  are  thought  to  have  been  the 
cause  of  the  crash. 

Second  Lieut.  Raymond  D.  Burke, 
"45x,  Newport,  R.  I.,  pilot  of  a  P-47, 
was  killed  Sept.  11,  194J,  when  his 
plane  crashed  near  Jamestown,  R.  I., 
during  a  routine  flight.  He  was  sta- 
tioned at  Groton,  Conn.,  at  the  time 
of  his  death.  The  report  of  Lieuten- 
ant Burke's  death  has  been  received 
only  recently  from  his  sister. 

The    picture    of    Lieut.    Joseph    E. 


Goodrich  III,  "44x,  Brunswick,  Me., 
was  received  too  late  for  use  with  the 
report  of  his  death  in  the  last  issue 
of  T)ie  Alumnus.  Lieutenant  Good- 
rich was  killed  while  leading  his  pla- 
toon in  an  attack  on  German  forces 


L.cut.  Joseph  E.  Goodrich.  Ill,  U.S.A. 

in  the  Hurtgen  Forest  in  Germany 
on  Nov.  22,  1944.  He  received  a 
posthumous  award;  a  cluster  for  a 
previously  awarded  Silver  Star.  He 
was  buried  in  Belgium. 

Lieut.  Robert  C.  Krohmer,  "42, 
Akron,  was  killed  in  action  on  Lu- 
zon Island,  Jan.  l.\  1945,  while  serv- 
ing with  the  medical  detachment  of 
an  infantry  regiment.  Lieutenant 
Krohmer's  picture  appeared  in  the 
November  Alumnu.5.  He  was  a  Var 
sity  "O"  football  man  and  partici 
pated  in  other  sports  at  Ohio  Uni 
versity.  He  is  survived  by  a  widow 
Mrs.  Marveleen  Krohmer,  Dallas 
Texas. 

A  War  Department  telegram,  of  a 
sort  all  too  familiar  in  American 
homes,  brought  news  to  the  parents 
of  Sgt.  William  T.  Smart,  "43  (see 
picture),  Mansfield,  of  the  death  of 
their  son,  in  action,  Jan.  20,  1945, 
during  the  fighting  in  Belgium.  Ser- 
geant Smart  was  attached  to  the  71st 
Infantry  Division  of  the  1st  Army. 
Among  his  survivors  is  a  sister,  Betty, 


who  is  a  sophomore  at  Ohio  Univer- 
sity. 

Previously  reported  in  The  Alum- 
nus as  "missing  in  action,"  Lieut. 
Grant  Curtis,  "45x,  (see  picture  on 
page  4),  is  now  known  to  have  been 
killed  in  action  on  Sept.  28,  1944. 
He  was  a  B-17  navigator  in  the  lead 
plane  of  his  squadron  when  his  ship 
was  hit  by  flak  over  Merseburg,  Ger- 
many. He  and  other  members  of  his 
squadron  received  a  presidential  cita- 
tion last  summer.  The  report  of  his 
death  was  given  to  the  International 
Red  Cross  by  the  German  govern- 
ment. Holding  to  the  barest  of  hopes. 
Lieutenant  Curtis"  wife,  the  former 
Norma  Boiles,  "44,  has  written  to  the 
Alumni  Secretary,  "If  by  some  mir- 
acle this  report  [of  the  death  of  Lieu- 
tenant Curtis]  is  not  true,  we  will 
both  join  you  at  Ohio  University 
after  the  war."" 

Six  months  after  volunteering  for 
military  service  at  the  age  of  18,  Pfc. 
Nick  Papaliodis,  "47x,  Yorkville,  went 
overseas  where  he  soon  became  an  in- 
fantry replacement  in  General  Pat- 
ton"s  3rd  Army.  On  Nov  23,  1944, 
he  was  killed  in  action  on  the  West- 
ern Front. 

Only  three  weeks  after  landing  in 
France,  Staff  Sgt.  Robert  L.  Line, 
"44x,  North  Ridegville,  was  killed  in 


Sst.  William  T.  Smart 
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action,  Nov.  15,  1944.  He  was  serving 
with  the  397th  Infantry  Regiment. 

Pfc.  Stanley  D.  Beeman,  '46x, 
Danville,  was  killed  on  the  Island 
Leyte,  Nov.  14,  1944,  while  perform- 
ing his  duties  as  a  litter  bearer  with  a 
battalion  in  eombat.  While  treating 
and  removing  wounded  soldiers,  he, 
himself,  received  wounds.  Refusing 
treatment,  he  attempted  to  return  to 
the  front  line  for  another  soldier 
whom  he  knew  to  be  there.  During 
his  attempt  to  reach  the  soldier,  he 
was  killed  by  enemy  machine  gun 
fire.  Private  Beeman  was  buried  with 
military  honors  in  the  U.  S.  ArmcJ 
Forces  Temporary  Cemetery,  Dulag 
No.  1,  on  Leyte. 

On  page  14  is  the  picture  of  Pvt. 
Allan  H.  Aitken,  '46x,  Kenmore,  N. 
Y.,  who  was  killed  in  action,  Nov.  19, 
1944,  while  serving  with  the  406th  In- 
fantry in  Germany.  He  had  seen 
action  in  France,  Belgium,  Holland, 
and  Germany.  He  v,  as  buried  in 
Holland. 

Pfc.  Roy  M.  Shaeffer,  '29x,  Aman- 
da, was  killed  in  action,  Feb.  23,  1945, 
while  serving  with  a  9th  Army  unit 
of  combat  engineers.  His  survivors 
include  his  wife,  Mrs.  Fern  Shaeffer, 
and  a  three-year-old  son,  Gary.  A 
brother,  Sgt.  William  Shaeffer,  was 
killed  in  line  of  duty  at  Camp  Rob- 
inson, Ark.,  two  years  ago. 

First  Lieut.  Watt  Rhodes,  '37.x, 
Athens,  first  reported  missing  in  ac- 
tion over  Italy  as  of  Nov.  11,  1944, 
is  now  officially  classified  as  killed  in 
action  as  of  that  date.  He  was  serving 
as  a  B-24  pilot  with  the  Hth  Air 
Force  and  had  completed  30 
missions.  Lieutenant  Rhodes 
leaves  a  wife,  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Ramsey  Rhodes,  Van  Wert, 
sister  of  Ensign  Gerald  E. 
Ramsey,  '43,  and  three  chil- 
dren, Marjorie,  Jimmy,  and 
a  two-and-cne-half  month 
old  daughter,  Betty  Jane, 
whom  he  never  saw. 

Tragic  uncertainty  rela- 
tive to  the  fate  of  Lieut. 
William  T.  Johnston,  '39, 
Cleveland  Heights,  who  was 
lost  in  the  sinking  of  a  Jap- 
anese prison  ship  on  Sept. 
7,  1944,  off  the  western 
shores  of  Mindanao,  resolved 
itself  into  tragic  and  official 
certainty  when  the  War  De- 
partment announced  recent- 
ly that  Lieutenant  Johnston 
is  regarded  as  dead.  The 
Clevelander,  a  bomber  pilot, 
was   captured   when   Bataan 


fell  to  the  enemy  and  died  when  a 
Japanese  freighter  went  down  with 
about  750  prisoners  aboard.  As  has 
been  previously  announced,  a  brother. 


Sgt.  Lee  Yaw  and  Capt.  Joseph  S.  Gill 

Lieut.  Robert  D.  Johnston,  "42x,  was 
killed  in  North  Africa  in  January, 
1943. 

Second  Lieut.  Donald  Williams, 
'4')x,  Youngstown,  an  honor  student 
during  his  freshman  year  at  Ohio 
University,  was  killed  in  a  plane 
crash  on  Feb.  13,  1945,  in  Southern 
Italy.  A  navigator  on  a  bomber,  he 
had  20  missions  to  his  credit. 

Pfc.  Victor  S.  Finomore,  "46x, 
Cleveland,  was  v.'cunded  in  Germany 


Lieut,  and  Mrs.  T.  H.  Ivary— Capt.  and  Mrs.  John  S.  Todd 


and  died  in  Holland  on  Dec,  13,  1944. 
Private  Finomore  was  an  infantry- 
man in  the  84th  Division. 

Pfc.  Eugene  D.  Bennett,  '47x,  New 
Lexington,  died  Feb.  12,  1945,  in 
Luxembourg,  of  wounds  suffered  five 
days  previously.  He  had  been  over- 
seas only  about  two  months. 

Less  than  a  month  after  arriving 
overseas,  Sgt.  Bryce  Albertson,  Ce- 
dar City,  Utah,  a  former  A.S.T.P, 
student  at  Ohio  University,  was  kill- 
ed in  action  in  France  on  January  4, 
1945, 

Among  those  listed  as  missing  in 
the  last  issue  of  the  Alumnus  was 
Sgt.  Lee  Yaw,  '46x  (see  picture), 
Athens,  a  tail  gunner  with  a  15th 
Air  Force  bomber  group  in  Italy.  In 
the  nearby  picture,  taken  only  two 
weeks  before  he  failed  to  return  from 
a  mission  over  Germany,  Sergeant 
Yaw  is  shown  with  Capt.  Joseph  S. 
Gill,  '38,  Athens,  who  was  miss  ng 
'.n  action  over  Yugoslavia  in  Decem- 
ber, 1944,  hut  who  subsequently  re- 
turned to  his  base  with  underground 
aid  provided  by  the  Yugoslavians. 

Tech.  Sgt.  Edward  J.  Harter,  '46x, 
Akron,  only  son  of  State  Represen- 
tative George  J.  Harter,  former  may- 
or of  Akron,  has  been  missing  since 
February  16,  1945,  when  the  Flying 
Fortress  on  which  he  was  a  radioman 
failed  to  return  to  an  Italian  base. 
Sergeant  Harter  married  Lois  M. 
Page,  '43x,  Cuyahoga  Falls,  on  April 
4,  1944,  and  is  the  father  of  an  in- 
fant son.  For  further  information 
concerning  the  Harters,  see  "Births." 
Staff  Sgt.  Carroll  "Ted"  Whitaker, 
'44x,  Middletown,  is  missing 
in  action  in  the  Mediterran- 
ean Theatre.  A  member  of 
the  15  th  Air  Force,  he  has 
completed  more  than  forty 
missions  and  has  been  in  serv- 
ice over  two  years.  He  is  re- 
ported, unofficially,  to  have 
been  a  fellow  crew  member 
with  Sergeant  Harter  en  the 
ill-fated  Fortress. 

Lieut,  (jg)  Lloyd  S.  John- 
son, '43,  Hillside,  N.  J.,  was 
a  member  of  the  crew  of  the 
submarine.  Growler,  which 
has  been  oificially  declared 
missmg  by  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment. The  Growler  was  last 
heard  from  on  Dec.  2,  1944, 
in  the  Pacific.  Under  the 
circumstances,  when  viewed 
realistically,  hope  for  the 
eventual  return  of  the  Ohio- 
an  IS  very  slight.

Northwest  Territory  in   1937-38. 

Pvt.  Hollis  B.  Haughey,  '46x,  Jack- 
son Heights,  N.  Y.,  an  infantryman 
with  the  106th  Division,  who  was  in 
Belgium  at  the  time  of  the  German 
break-through,  is  missing  as  of  Decem- 
ber 21,  five  days  after  the  costly 
German  coup. 

Another  casualty  of  the  "  106th" 
in  the  break-through  action,  was  Sec- 
ond Lieut.  Rupert  D.  Starr,  '44x 
(see  picture  on  page  1 0) .  He  is  miss- 
ing as  of  December  16.  The  106th 
was  one  of  the  units  which  Secretary 
of  War  Stimpson  praised  for  its  "gal- 
lant stand"  in  the  Ardennes  in  the 
center  of  the  German  drive.  Lieuten- 
ant Starr  is  a  son  of  the  late  Dano 
E.  Starr,  'lOx,  and  Mrs.  Helen  John- 
son Starr,  '10,  Mt.  Sterling.  Another 
sen.  Seaman  Clayton  J.  Starr,  '38, 
is  with  the  "Seabees"  somewhere  in 
the  Pacific. 

Pvt.  Joseph  M.  Lehr,  "44x,  Mans- 


field, another  infantryman,  has  been 
missing  in  Germany  since  Dec.  21. 
Before  going  to  the  European  Thea- 
tre, he  had  engaged  in  Army  intel- 
ligence work  for  two  years  in  the 
Aleutians. 

Missing  in  Belgium  since  Jan.  13, 
1945,  is  the  distressing  status  of  Pfc. 
Marshall  C.  Cotner,  Jr.,  '46x,  Lima. 
Private  Cotner  was  a  member  of  the 
120th  Infantry,  a  unit  that  was  badly 
buffeted  by  the  Germans  in  the 
"bulge"  area.  The  missing  private 
had  seen  service  in  France,  Holland, 
Belgium,  and  Germany. 

Lieut.  Ormond  A.  Higgins,  '39, 
New  Somerset,  a  Navy  pilot  who 
participated  in  the  invasion  of  Rabaul, 
Tarawa,  Wake,  and  the  Marshall  and 
Gilbert  Islands,  and  whose  aircraft 
carrier  was  twice  torpedoed,  is  now 
missing  in  the  South  Pacific.  More 
than  a  year  ago,  Lieutenant  Higgins 
had  seven  Japanese  planes  to  his  cred- 
it, and  it  is  presumed  that  he  has 
taken  additional  toll  of  enemy  fighters 
during  the  intervening  months. 

The  report  in  the  November  Al- 
umnus that  Lieut,  (jg)  Robert  M. 
Johnson,  '42,  Warren,  a  U.  S.  Coast 
Guard  officer  serving  with  an  am- 
phibious unit  in  the  Pacific  area,  was 
missing  in  action  has  been  unsustain- 
ed  by  facts  received  from  the  offi- 
cer's parents.  The  editor,  who  indi- 
cated that  his  information  was  "whol- 
ly lacking  in  details,"  is  happy  to 
state  that  Lieutenant  Johnson  is  well 
and  that  his  whereabouts  are  not  in 
doubt. 

Another  faulty  report,  not  pub- 
lished, was  that  of  the  death  in  ac-

Twain  once  commented  upon  a  sim- 
ilar error,  the  report  of  his  death  was 
"somewhat  exaggerated." 

In  passing,  it  should  be  stated  that 
no  fatality  among  Ohio  University 
service  men  is  reported  in  the  AJitm- 
nus  without  confirmation  from  rela- 
tives or  a  definite  indication  that  the 
account  has  a  reliable  basis. 

Up  from  the  ranks  to  a  majority 
in  four  years  and  at  the  age  of  25, 
is  the  unusual  record  of  Major  Dow 
S.  Grones,  Jr.,  "42x  (see  picture), 
Athens,  son  of  Mrs.  Alberta  Carr 
Grones,  '17x,  and  the  late  Dow  S. 
Grones,  '16.  The  father  was  for  20 
years,  1917-1937,  a  member  of  the 
Ohio  University  faculty  in  the  in- 
dustrial arts  department.  Major 
Grones,  now  a  veteran  of  one  and 
one-half  years  in  the  China-Burma- 
India  Theatre,  was  flown  from  Camp 
Wheeler,  Ga.,  where  he  had  been  an 
instructor,  to  Burma  in  the  fall  of 
1943.  After  13  months  in  the  jungles, 
where  he  helped  to  clear  out  the  Japs 
and  make  possible  the  opening  of  the

SIMPLE  IN  dctcul,  and  following 
the  pattern  of  induction  ceremo- 
nies for  a  distinguished  predecessor, 
President  William  Holmes  McGuffcy, 
will  he  the  inauguration  of  President 
John  Calhoun  Baker,  May  11,  1945, 
as  fourteenth  president  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. 

President  Baker  assumed  executive 
duties  at  Ohio  University  on  Febru- 
ary 1  after  an  association  of  more 
than  a  score  of  years  with  Harvard 
University  in  various  teaching  and 
administrative  capacities.  He  suc- 
ceeds Dr.  Walter  Sylvester  Gamerts- 
felder,  who  has  returned  to  the  dean- 
ship  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences and  the  Graduate  College  after 
two  years  of  service  in  the  chief  ad- 
ministrative office. 

As  indicated,  the  inaugural  event 
will  be  relatively  inelaborate — in 
keeping  with  the  times — and  will  be 
almost  wholly  a  university-communi- 
ty affair.  Besides  members  of  the 
board  of  trustees.  Governor  Frank  J. 
Lausche  will  be  the  only  outside  guest. 
Out-of-town  alumni  and  other  friends 
of  the  university  will  be  most  wel- 
come, as  they  are  at  all  university 
affairs,  but  because  cf  current  travel 
restrictions  no  emphasis  is  being  plac- 
ed on  their  attendance. 

Following  as  nearly  as  possible  the 
procedure  of  the  McGuffey  inaugur- 
ation, as  described  in  local  and  state 
historical  records.  Doctor  Baker  will 
subscribe  to  the  oath  of  office,  to  be 
administered  by  Governor  Lausche, 
at  3:00  P.M.  (E.W.T.),  May  11,  on 
the  steps  in  front  of  Manasseh  Cut- 
ler Hall. 

When  the  Reverend  Doctor  Mc- 
Guffey became  the  school's  fourth 
president  in  1839,  the  oath  of  office 
was  administered  by  Governor  Wil- 
son Shannon,  a  former  Ohio  Univer- 
sity student  (1818-20)  and  the  first 
native  Ohioan  to  be  elected  governor 
of  the  state. 

Preceded  by  a  color  guard,  the  pres- 
idential party — composed  of  the  gov- 
ernor, the  president.  Dean  Gamerts- 
felder,  and  members  of  the  board  of 
trustees — will  move  from  the  Presi- 
dent's Office  in  Ewing  Hall  to  a  plat- 
form in  front  of  Cutler  Hall.  There, 
the  Ohio  University  Band  will  play 


the  nalional  anthem  and  the  invoca- 
tion will  be  given  by  the  Rev.  Harold 
F.  Kellogg  of  the  First  Methodist 
Church  of  Athens.

Presideni  John  Calhoun  Baker 

Will  present  the  keys  and  charter  of 
the  institution  to  his  successor.  Fol- 
lowing the  administration  of  the  oath. 
Governor  Lausche  and  President  Ba- 
ker will  each  speak  briefly. 

No  academic  procession  is  planned, 
and  in  case  of  inclement  weather  the 
ceremonies  will  be  held  in  Alumni 
Memorial  Auditorium. 

The  committee  appointed  to  plan 
the  inauguration  is  composed  of  Dr. 
Victor  Whitehouse,  professor  of 
Spanish,  chairman;  Dr.  Irma  E.  Voigt, 
dean  of  women;  Philip  L.  Peterson, 
acting  dean  of  men;  George  C.  Parks, 
"08,  university  treasurer;  B.  T.  Gro- 
ver,  '19,  assistant  to  the  president; 
and  T.  N.  Hoover,  '05,  professor  of 
history  and  university  historian. 

Ohio  University  alumni  will  be 
pleased  to  know  of  the  high  regard 
in  which  President  Baker  is  held  by 
his  former  colleagues  and  students  at 
the  Eastern  school.  In  an  article  ap- 
pearing in  the  January  issue  of  the 
Alumni  BuWetm  of  the  Harvard 
Graduate  School  of  Business  Admin- 


istration, he  was  described  as  "a  hap- 
py combination  of  a  hard  head  and 
a  warm  heart." 

"John  Calhoun  Baker,  for  20  years 
Iriend  and  counsellor  to  Harvard 
Business  School  students,  has  accepted 
a  call  to  the  presidency  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity at  Athens,"  the  article  states. 
"Those  who  know  him  best  recognize 
his  fitness  for  this  new  post,  but  they 
deeply  regret  his  departure  from 
Harvard. 

"John  Baker  is  a  happy  combina- 
tion of  a  hard  head  and  a  warm 
heart.  In  the  years  past,  probably  no 
1  acuity  member  has  had  more  stu- 
dents and  associates  turn  to  him  for 
counsel  and  comfort.  His  friendliness 
and  understanding  have  invited  con- 
fidence. His  warm  heart  has  made 
him  a  sympathetic  listener;  his  hard 
head  has  made  him  a  wise  counsellor. 

"John  Baker's  work  at  Harvard  has 
been  primarily  administrative,  but  ov- 
er the  years  he  has  had  a  hand  in 
teaching  and  research. 

"He  received  his  M.B.A.  m  1923 
and  for  a  year  served  on  the  staff 
cf  the  Bureau  of  Business  Research.

"From  1936  to  1942,  he  was  asso- 
ciate director  of  research  .... 

"In  February,  1940,  he  was  made 
professor  of  Business  Administration, 
and  in  the  same  year  was  appointed 
acting  dean  of  the  university.  In  1941, 
he  was  elected  associate  dean  of  the 
university  .... 

"In  all  his  work,  John  Baker  has 
shown  administrative  capacity  and  a 
rare  ability  to  deal  with  people.  He  is 
well  fitted  to  administer  Ohio  Univer- 
sity, which  happily  is  the  alma  mater 
of  his  fcrmer  associate  and  close 
friend,  the  late  Clinton  P.  Biddle

Doctor  de  Lozada  is  a  native  of 
Bolivia  and  served  for  14  years  as  a 
diplomatic  representative  of  his  coun- 
try in  many  important  world  capi- 
tals. He  has  taught  at  the  University 
of  La  Paz,  Bolivia,  Harvard  Univer- 
sity, and  is  now  on  leave  of  absence 
from  Williams  College,  where  he 
teaches  political  science. 


Doctor  Inman,  a  former  teacher  at 
Yale  and  at  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, lived  in  Mexico  for  ten 
years  where  he  founded  and  directed 
the  People's  Institute.  In  1914,  he 
was  appointed  by  the  League  of  Na- 
tions to  represent  the  High  Commis- 
sion for  German  refugees  in  South 
America,  and,  in  1936,  he  was  adviser 
to  the  United  States  delegation  at  the 
Buencs  Aires  Conference.

Chatlain,  '42x,  Cuyahoga  Falls,  a  dis- 
charged war  veteran,  appeared  as  the 
principal  speaker.  Like  Lieutenant 
Chatlain,  the  university's  founding 
fathers,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Manasseh  Cut- 
ler and  Gen.  Rufus  Putnam,  were 
men  of  distinguished  military  records. 
Cutler,  noted  principally  for  his 
achievements  as  statesman,  scientist, 
and  minister,  was  a  chaplain  in  the 
Revolutionary  War.  Putnam  was 
Gen.  George  Washington's  chief  of 
engineers  in  the  war  against  England. 
Lieutenant  Chatlain,  who  lost  a 
limb  in  the  North  African  campaign 
and  has  become  nationally  known 
for  his  poem.  "What  Did  You  Do 
Today,  My  Friend?,"  gave  a  thrilling 
account  of  his  experiences,  concluding 
with  the  following  words:  "Wound- 
ed men  get  sirupy  pity  here  at  home. 
We  don"t  want  that.  We  feel  sorry 
for  you  if  you  think  we  need  pity. 
We  feel  sorry  for  you  if  you  think 
the  men  are  coming  back  any  differ- 
ent from  the  way  they  were  before 
they  left.  We  feel  sorry  for  you  if 
you  think  you  have  to  fix  them  up 
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with  a  job  any  foci  can  do.  We  feel 
sorry  for  you  if  you  don't  have  an 
answer  to  the  question  they  will  ask, 
'What  did  you  do  while  we  were 
gone?'  "  The  speaker  is  now  servinj^ 
as  director  of  Veteran's  Piannmt;  tor 
Summit  County. 

KENNETH     S.      CLARK,     who 
wrote  the  words  and  music   for 
"Alma    Mater,    Ohio,"    died    at    his 
home    in    Princeton,    N.    J.,    on    Jan. 
22,  1945.    In  1907,  the  Enghsh  Club 
compiled    and    published    a    26-page 
booklet    called    "College    Songs    for 
Ohio   University."  The  booklet   con- 
tained words  only.    In  the  autumn  of 
1914,   the   English  Club  appointed  a 
committee     to     undertake     the 
publication  of  a  distinctive  Ohio 
University  song  book.  The  com- 
mittee  was   headed   by   Dr.    E. 
W.    Chubb,    then   head   of   the 
English     department,     and     in- 
cluded the  late  Mrs.   Christine 
Law  Nye,   '15;   E.   E.   Roberts, 
'15,  now  of  Bethany,  W.  Va.; 
and  C.  C.  Liggett,  '16,  now  of 
Cleveland.    A  prize  of  $25  was 
offered  for  the  best  alma  mater 
song.    Mr.  Clark,  then  a  mem- 
ber of  the  editorial  staff  of  Mu- 
sical   America,    submitted    the 
winning  song.     He  was  a  grad- 
uate   of    Princeton    University 
and  wrote  a  number  of  univer- 
sity   songs,    including    four    for    his 
own  school.     In  recent  years,  he  has 
been  supervising  editor  of  the  Paull- 
Picneer  Music  Corporation. 

CANCELLATION  OF  spring  va- 
cation at  Ohio  University,  orig- 
inally planned  for  March  30-April  9, 
has  been  in  response  to  a  request 
made  by  the  Office  of  Defense  Trans- 
portation. Compliance  with  the  O.

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Ohioan  Plays  Thrilling  Role 

In  Guerrilla  Warfare  on  Leyte 

There  are  few  exploits  of  the 
current  war — heroic  jicts  that  have 
thrilled  the  nation's  readers  and  radio 
listeners — that  have  not  been  dupli- 
cated or  participated  in  by  Ohio 
University  men. 

One  of  the  latest  of  these  amazing 
martial  achievements  to  be  disclosed  is 
described  in  the  March  issue  of  The 
Reader's  Digest  under  the  title  "Am- 
erican Guerrilla  in  the  Philippines." 


Cpl.  Robert  H.  Gamertsfelder 

It  is  the  story  of  Ensign  I.  D.  Rich- 
ardson and  the  men  who  aided  him 
in  carrying  on  an  underground  war 
against  the  Japanese  on  Leyte  and 
surrounding  islands. 

Ensign  Richardson  was  one  of  the 
famed  "expendables"  of  the  PT  boat 
squadron  that  operated  in  Philippine 
waters  at  the  time  of  the  fall  of  Ba- 
taan  and  Corrigedor.  After  sinking 
a  Jap  cruiser,  his  boat  was  destroyed 
by  enemy  planes.  He  swam  for  1.^ 
hours,  reached  shore,  and  for  three 
years  thereafter  helped  organize  and 
lead  bands  of  loyal  Filipinos.  The 
story  of  the  accomplishments  and 
terrible  hardships  of  Richardson  and 
his  men  is  a  saga  that  will  live  for- 
ever in  American  history. 

After  mishaps  and  frustrations  that 
would  have  discouraged  all  but  the 
stoutest  hearts,  the  guerrilla  fighters 
rigged  up  a  radio  transmitter  with 
which  they  were  able  to  communicate 
with  General  MacArthur.  Near  the 
end  of  the  three-year  period,  military 
and  medical  supplies  were  sneaked  in 
to  the  Islands  by  means  of  submarine. 


Then,  one  day,  14  weeks  before  the 
MacArthur  forces  made  their  initial 
invasion  of  the  Philippines  and  with 
formidable  Jap  forces  less  than  three 
miles  away,  the  submarine  brought, 
says  Richardson,  "two  Americans  .  .  . 
whom  I  was  instructed  to  assist  in 
setting  up  a  weather  station — Ser- 
geant Hank  Chambliss,  from  Geor- 
gia, and  Corporal  Gamertsfelder 
from  Athens,  Ohio. 

"The  boys  were  very  nervous  at 
first.  I  had  a  fine  time  acting  the 
veteran  for  them:  'Oh,  we've  got 
nothing  to  worry  about;  there  ain't  a 
Jap  nearer  than  a  hundred  yards  of 
here."  That  sort  of  thing.  They  had 
four  tons  of  equipment  with  them 
and  I  rounded  up  60  Filipino  boys 
to  carry  for  us. 

"As  soon  as  the  weather  station 
was  established,  a  message  came  di- 
recting me  to  go  to  southern  Samar, 
establish  a  radio  station  and  plot  a 
mine  field  at  Surigao  Strait  between 
Homonhon  and  southern  Leyte. 

"I  knew  what  that  meant.  Mac- 
Arthur  was  on  his  way." 

The  second  American  weatherman 
named  by  Ensign  Richardson  is  Cpl. 
Robert  H.  Gamertsfelder,  "42.x,  son 
of  Dean  W.  S.  Gamertsfelder,  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  who 
has  just  returned  to  his  deanship  after 
two  years  as  president  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. Boh,  a  meteorologist  with  the 
15th  Weather  Squadron,  is  a  brother 
of  Mrs.  John  R.  Whiting  (Helen 
Gamertsfelder,  "38),  Chicago. 

The  Ohioan  and  Sergeant  Cham- 
bliss  are  two  of  some  50  men  who 
were  specially  trained  at  Kearns  Field, 
Utah,  for  hazardous  assignments  such 
as  the  one  in  which  they  participated 
on  Leyte.  They  were  required  to  be- 
come expert  in  the  use  of  six  differ- 
ent weapons  and  to  swim  with  full 
equipment.  Their  unit  was  known  as 
the  Commando  Weather  Service. 
The  two  men  are  now  in  Sidney, 
Australia,  where  their  duties  are,  for 
the  moment,  relatively  light.

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On  Ten-Year  Building  Program  Approved  by  Board  of  Trustees 


PLACED  IN  the  hands  of  Ohio's 
legislators  on  March  16  were  the 
budgetary  recommendations  of  Gov- 
ernor Frank  J.  Lausche  for  the  bien- 
nial period  that  began  en  January  1 . 
The  governor's  budget  covered  oper- 
ating and  building  funds  for  ail  de- 
partments of  the  state  government. 
These  funds  will  not  become  avail- 
able for  use,  of  course,  until  legally 
appropriated  by  the 
General  Assembly. 

Recommended  for  the 
six  state-supported  un  - 
versities  for  new  con- 
struction was  $1,002,- 
000,  an  amount  which 
slightly  exceeds  a  fifth 
or  biennial  portion  of 
the  universities"  askinis 
cf  $24,000,000  for  a  ten 
year  building  program. 
Ohio  University's  share 
cf  the  recommended 
sum  is  $704,5  50.  The 
allctments  to  the  various 
state  universities  were 
made  upon  the  basis  of  a 
formula  mutually  devel- 
oped and  agreed  upon  in 
advance  by  the  several 
concerned. 

The  long-term  building  program 
that  has  been  drawn  up  and  approv- 
ed for  Ohio  University  by  its  board 
of  trustees  has  twice  been  outlined  to 
readers  of  The  Alumnus;  first,  in  the 
June,  1944  issue,  and,  recently,  in  a 
general  report  made  by  mail  to  all 
graduates  of  the  university. 

First  and  foremost  on  the  building 
agenda  is  the  Chemical  and  Research 
Laboratory  Building.  Plans  have  been 
completed  for  the  construction  and 
equipping  of  this  building.  The  trans- 
lation of  these  plans  into  brick,  stone, 
and  test  tubes  awaits  only  the  appro- 
priation of  funds  and  the  release  of 
materials  by  the  W.P.B.  in  Washing- 
ton. 

Money  for  a  chemistry  building 
was  appropriated  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature, but  because  of  the  unavailabil- 
ity of  building  materials  the  money 
could  not  be  used,  and,  under  the 
law,  the  appropriation  lapsed  at  the 
end  of  the  biennium.  The  matter  of 
priorities  for  materials  was  approved 
two  years  ago  by  all  authorities  ex- 


cept the  War  Production  Board,  but 
even  in  that  body  it  was  approved  by 
two  of  the  three  members. 

Just  how  soon  a  start  can  be  made, 
now,  will  depend  upon  the  length  of 
the  war — particularly  in  Europe 
and  the  speed  with  which  postwar 
plans  are  acted  upon  in  Washington.

be  under  way  within  a  year.  When 
erected,  the  Chemical  and  Research 
Laboratory  Building  will  be  five 
stories  in  height,  of  brick  with  stone 
trim,  and  will  be  located  on  the  north 
side  of  President  Street,  just  east  of 
Science  Hall  and  opposite  the  Men's 
Gymnasium. 

The  first  floor  will  include  a  large 
lecture  room,  with  a  seating  capacity 
of  220,  a  small  lecture  room,  an  in- 
organic qualitative  analytical  labora- 
tory, an  industrial  chemistry  labora- 
tory, a  machine  shop,  receiving  room, 
battery  room  for  providing  laboratories 
with  direct  current,  and  a  cistern  for 
the  storage  of  water  for  distillation. 

The  large  lecture  room  will  have  a 
ceiling  height  of  more  than  one  story, 
with  the  seats  arranged  on  an  in- 
clined plane.  There  will  be  no  out- 
side light,  thus  making  it  readily  us- 
able for  the  projection  of  pictures. 
The  industrial  chemistry  lab  will  have 
a  height  of  26  feet  to  accommodate 
distilling  columns  and  tall  experimen- 
tal machinery. 

On  the  second  floor  will  be  located 
three    large    laboratories    for    general 


chemistry,  a  lecture  room  to  seat  75 
persons,  and  a  central  office  for  the 
department  head. 

The  third  floor  will  provide  for  a 
large  central  storeroom,  with  dispens- 
ing windows,  laboratories  for  (organic 
chemistry  and  qualitative  organic  an- 
alysis, a  reference  library  reading 
room,  and  a  lecture  room. 

On  the  fourth  floor  there  will  be 
two  large  laboratories 
for  general  chemistry,  a 
spectroscopy  lab,  a  met- 
allography lab,  and  two 
lecture  rooms  seating  45 
persons  each. 

Laboratories  for  quan- 
titative and  advanced 
quantitative  analysis, 
with  adjoining  balance 
rooms,  will  be  found  on 
the  fifth  floor..  In  addi- 
tion, there  will  be  a  lec- 
ture room,  two  labs  for 
physical  chemistry,  and 
a  lab,  each,  for  colloid 
and   electrochemistry. 

Provision  has  been 
made  on  each  floor  for 
two  offices,  with  adjoin- 
ing research  laboratories,  and  a  small 
storeroom. 

A  large  capacity  still  (H:iO)  loca- 
ted above  the  fifth  floor  will  feed  dis- 
tilled water  by  gravity  tc  all  labora- 
tories. Besides  distilled  water  each 
laboratory  will  be  provided  with  com- 
pressed air,  natural  gas,  steam,  alter- 
nating and  direct  current,  and  hot 
and  cold  running  water.  The  venti- 
lation system  for  the  laboratories  will 
be  of  the  most  modern  development. 
Thirteen  other  projects  are  in- 
cluded in  the  university's  proposed 
building  program.  These  include,  not 
necessarily  in  order  of  "priority"  or 
urgency  of  need,  the  rehabilitation  of 
Ewing  Hall,  Cutler  Hall,  and  Science 
Hall;  a  student  center  building;  heat- 
ing plant  additions  and  equipment: 
extension  of  the  heating  tunnels;  a 
university  hospital  building;  equip- 
ment for  the  new  chemistry  building; 
a  natatorium;  the  redecoration  of 
Alumni  Memorial  Auditorium;  a 
Stadium  Tower  Club:  the  reclama- 
tion, draining,  and  tiling  of  the  uni- 
versity gardens;  two  classroom  build- 
ings; and  a  museum  building.

by  the  Germans  shortly  after  D-Day, 
has  been  liberated  from  a  prisoner-of- 
war  camp  in  Germany  and  is  now  in 
Poland,  according  to  official  informa- 
tion. 

Not  so  fortunate  as  their  fellow 
Ohioan,  Lieutenant  Soliday,  are  Sgt.

The  Interna- 
tional Red  Cross  reports  that  the 
foregoing  men  are  known  to  be  pris- 
oners of  war  in  Germany.  Private 
White,  the  husband  of  the  former 
Irene  White,  Williamsburg,  Ky.,  and 
at  present  an  Ohio  University  soph- 
omore, is  the  son  of  G.  E.  White, 
'21x,  and  Mrs.  White  (Modelle  Rice, 
'25x).  Sergeant  Lockard  was  an  of- 
ficer in  the  106th  Infantry  Division 
and  was  taken  prisoner  on  December 
15. 

Wounds  o(  varying  degrees  of 
seriousness,  have  been  reported  by 
the  dozens  in  recent  weeks.

I  stepped  out  once  with 
the  intention  of  shooting  a  deer,  sighted 
down  the  barrel,  but  dropped  the  gun 
when  the  deer  winked  at  me."

With  more  than  five  thousand  Ohio 
University  men  and  women  in  the 
armed  forces,  the  secretary-editor  has 
given  a  triple-A  priority  to  the  con- 
duct of  correspondence  with  these 
service  people  and  their  parents — a 
correspondence  that  to  most  persons 
would  be  unbelievably  large  and 
which,  he  dares  to  think,  has  been 
deeply  appreciated  by  many  with 
whom  it  was  exchanged. 

Bearing  the  official  title  of  "Alum- 
ni Secretary  and  University  Editor," 
the  fellow  who  edits  the  magazine  is 
also  responsible  for  the  preparation 
and  distribution  of  two  major  uni- 
versity publications,  the  general  cat- 
alog and  summer  session  numbers  of 
the  Ohio  University  Bulletin,  as  well 


as  numerous  other  editing  and  super- 
visory chores. 

Temporary  relief  from  certain  re- 
sponsibilities has  now  been  assured, 
however,  so  that  all  efforts  may  be 
directed  toward  publication  of  the 
overdue  issues  at  the  earliest  possible 
time.  Meanwhile,  a  continuance  of 
the  patience  and  good  nature  that  sub- 
scribers have  thus  far  exhibited  will 
be  deeply  appreciated.  The  U.  S.  Post 
Office  Department  willing,  the  full 
quota  of  issues  for  the  current  year 
will  be  published — if  it  takes  all  sum- 
mer. 

Government-imposed  restrictions  on 
the  shipment  of  paper  are  account- 
able for  a  part  of  the  delay  in  the 
publication  schedule  of  The  Alumnus. 
A  printer  with  a  war-depleted  staff, 
however,  is  doing  all  he  can  to  help 
improve  the  unfortunate  situation.
